Nelson, since the U.S. was designated. Since the application was filed without a Declaration 
signed by the inventor applicants, which is required for the United States of America, a 
Notification of Missing Requirements was mailed on April 24, 2001 requesting that a 
Declaration signed by the inventors be furnished to the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office. 

Joint inventor Mr. Charles P. Kelly is no longer employed with General Instrument 



^ Corporation. On May 1, 2001, Mr. Kelly was s^ri t a lett epvia FedEx by the undersigned 
requesting that Mr. Kelly review and sign a Declaration and Power of Attorney and an 
Assignment. In this letter, the undersigned advised Mr. Kelly that the aforementioned 
documents were required to be filed by June 24, 2001. A copy of the May 1, 2001 letter is 
enclosed as Exhibit A. The undersigned believes that Mr. Kelly received this mailing based 
on a FedEx Tracking Detail Report, enclosed as Exhibit B. This tracking report indicates 
that Mr.^^lj^sign^dJo^^e F edEx package on May 7, 2001. 

As of May 16, 2001, the undersigned had not received any communication from 
Mr. Kelly regarding the May 1, 2001 letter. The undersigned on May 16, 2001 sent another 
letter to Mr. Kelly regarding the consideration for signing the Assignment document to the

Again, the undersigned did not receive any response from Mr. Kelly. Accordingly, 
on May 21, 2001, the undersigned phoned Mr. Kelly at the last known phone number. 
Mr. Kelly was not available, therefore the undersigned left a detailed message regarding the 
need for Mr. Kelly to sign the documents sent in the May 1, 2001 letter or telephone the 
undersigned to indicate his refusal. No communication was received from Mr. Kelly in 
response to the undersigned's May 21, 2001 telephone message. 

Accordingly, on June 4, 2001, the undersigned se^j^ther^letter, via FedEx, to 
Mr. Kelly to a new address which was recei^ed^ror^ as a forwarding address^This 



June 4, 2001 letter advised Mr. Kelly to review, sign and return the Declaration, or that he 
notify the undersigned if he did not intend to sign the Declaration. A copy of this June 4, 
2001 letter is enclosed as Exhibit D. The undersigned believes that Mr. Kelly received this 
mailing based on a FedEx Tracking Detail Report, enclosed as Exhibit E. This tracking 
report indicates that Mr. Kelly signed a release left by FedEx, and subsequently that the 
FedEx package was delivered on June 5, 2001. 

Again, the undersigned did not receive any response from Mr. Kelly. Accordingly, 
on June 15, 2001, the undersigned telephoned Mr. Kelly. Mr. Kelly was not available,

therefore the undersigned left another detailed message regarding the need for Mr. Kelly to 
sign the documents sent in the May 1, 2001 or June 4, 2001 letter or telephone the 
undersigned to indicate his refusal. No communication was received from Mr. Kelly in 
response to the undersigned's June 15, 2001 telephone message. 

The undersigned did not receive any communication from Mr. Kelly regarding the 
May 1, 2001 or June 4, 2001 letters or responding to the undersigned's telephone messages. 
The undersigned, on June 19, 2001, sent another letter, via U.S. Express Mail with a return 
receipt requested, to Mr. Kelly at the same address as the June 4, 2001 letter. This June 19, 
200 1 letter, similar to the previous two (2) letters, requested that he execute the Declaration. 
The undersigned also enclosed a copy of the letter which provided a space for Mr. Kelly to 
indicate his refusal to sign. The June 19, 2001 letter also informed Mr. Kelly that the 
undersigned intended to file a Petition with the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office requesting 
the acceptance of the present application without his signature. Mr. Kelly was also informed 
that he could subsequently join in the application. A copy of this June 19, 2001 letter is 
enclosed as Exhibit F. This June 19, 200 1 letter was subsequently returned by the U.S. Postal 
Service as unclaimed. A copy of the returned Express Mail Envelope showing the Postal 
Service's stamps is enclosed as Exhibit G.

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On July 2, 2001, the undersigned phoned Mr. Kelly once again, resulting in the 
undersigned leaving another detailed message regarding the situation and requesting 
Mr. Kelly to contact the undersigned or return either the signed documents, or indicate his 
refusal to sign. On the same day, July 2, 2001, the undersigned sent another letter via U.S. 
Express Mail with return receipt requested to Mr. Kelly at the same address as the June 19, 
2001 letter. This July 2, 2001 letter was identical to the June 19, 2001 letter and is enclosed 
as Exhibit H. This July 2, 2001 letter was again returned by the U.S. Postal Service as 
unclaimed with a forwarding address written thereon. A copy of the returned Express Mail 
Envelope showing the Postal Service's stamps is enclosed as Exhibit I. 

As of July 12, 2001, the undersigned had still not received any communication from 
Mr. Kelly regarding any of the correspondence sent previously or any messages left on 
Mr. Kelly's phone. Therefore, the undersigned on July 12, 2001 sent another letter, via 
FedEx, to Mr. Kelly at the forwarding address listed on the returned Express Mail Envelopes. 
This July 12, 2001 letter was identical to the June 19, 2001 and July 2, 2001 letters. A copy 
of this July 12, 2001 letter is enclosed as Exhibit J. The undersigned believes that Mr. Kelly 
received this mailing based on a FedEx Tracking Detail Report, enclosed as Exhibit K. This 
tracking report indicates that Mr. Kelly signed for the FedEx package on July 16, 2001. 
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Since no response from Mr. Kelly had been received by the undersigned, two more 
phone messages were left on Mr. Kelly's answering machine in July requesting Mr. Kelly to 
phone the undersigned or return the appropriate signed documents. 

It should be noted that Mr. Kelly has cooperated in the past. On June 12, 2000, 
Mr. Kelly signed the Power of Attorney for the parent PCT patent application. Subsequent 
to the PCT patent application entering the National Phase, Mr. Kelly, on April 3 , 200 1 signed 
an Assignment for the corresponding Brazilian case. Mr. Kelly's signing of this Assignment 
was in response to the undersigned's March 22, 200 1 letter requesting his signature. Copies, 
signed by Mr. Kelly, of the PCT Power of Attorney and the Brazilian Assignment are 
enclosed as Exhibit L and M, respectively. A copy of the March 22, 2001 letter is also 
enclosed as Exhibit N. 

Mr. Kelly, as of August 23, 2001, has not communicated at all with the undersigned. 
In view of the above, it is clear that Mr. Kelly is refusing to execute the Declaration and 
Power of Attorney for the present application. 

Summary 

It is respectfully submitted that Mr. Kelly's above-detailed conduct constitutes a 
refusal under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a). In the alternative, Mr. Kelly's not returning the 
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undersigned's phone messages as well as, Mr. Kelly's refusal to acknowledge in any way his 
receipt of the aforementioned correspondence, constitutes Mr. Kelly not being reached after 
diligent effort under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a). Therefore, it is respectfully requested that the 
present Petition be granted and the PTO accept the application on behalf of signing joint 
inventor Mr. Douglas N. Nelson.
